state-w ide. Governor J. C. W alton to ­ 
day retu rn ed to Oklahom a City. 
In 
Borne qu arters th e %governor’s 
visit 
w as described as “a daring invasion 
of enem y country.” 
T he governor appeared last night 
before the Oklahoma F ederation of 
L abor at H enryetta, coal m ining cen­ 
te r w here sta te troops w ere em ployed 
for the first tim e with the announced 
intention of^ to p p in g floggings. 
- 
Peaceful Oklahom a City, scarcely 
heeding the political upheaval w hich 
at first was taken “with a grain of 
Bait’ aw oke this m orning to face an ­ 
other restrictio n —the indefinite sus­ 
pension of th e 'a n n u a l 
state 
fair, 
w hich was to begin Saturday. 
“I believe the gatherings 
at 
th e 
sta te fair will ham per operation of 
m artial law,” 
Governor W alton de­ 
clared today. 
"F urtherm ore, I am going to 
use 
th e guard to confiscate food and tak e 
it tv farm ers in M arshall and C arcer 
Counties, w here they 
are 
literally 
starving to death on account of the 
Bumbler drought." 
Postponing of the sta te fair will 
m ean loss of m any thousands of dol­ 
lars and disappointm ent to thousands 
of exhibitors who already have ex­ 
hibits on the grounds brought here 
from m any south w estern states, ac­ 
cording to the fair com m issioners. 
B itter denunciation, however, was 
not heard. 
The people of O klahom a 
were quiet. 
They appeared to be 
more or less stunned. 
"T oe fight on the klan Is no longer 
a religious affair,” the governor *sald 
in his speech. 
“The organization is 
trying to control the governm ent of 
the en tire state. 
It is in open an­ 
archy and rebellion and m ust be put 
down.” 
A rm ed guards stand at the g reat 
doors of the cham bers of the senate 
and house of representatives, bayo­ 
nets fixed. 
No one is allowed to pass. 
T hat is to prevent, physically, if nec­ 
essary, an extraordinary session of 
the legislature in an attem pt to im-, 
peach th e governor. 
R einforcem ents of national guards­ 
m en are being brought in. 
No reason 
Was given for this at headquarters. 
B ut the m ilitary shows indications of 
uneasiness over the tensity of the 
situation here, growing out of m artial 
law. 
M achine guns 
com m and 
the 
streets, bristling from public build­ 
ings. 
During, guard m ounts there was 
Borne jeering from spectators. 
Plans for em ergency m obilization 
a t any point in the city have been 
drawn. 
Guardsm en are stationed at 
the siren of the local gas corporation. 
Five blasts of the w histle will be the 
signal for all units to mobilize a t cen­ 
tral points and w arn th at trouble has 
broken out. 
One of the outstanding 
develop­ 
m ents was the successful effort of 
M ayor Cargill to have Ch\ef of Police 
Frazier and his assistants reinstated. 
TJhe m ayor had threatened to w ith­ 
draw the entire police force and leave 
the m ilitary to police the city alone. 
He ordered the police to w alkout, 
but Col. W. S. Key, com m ander of the 
troops 
here, 
ordered 
F razier 
rein ­ 
stated, under supervision of C aptain 
’N. J. Moore, m ilitary dictator of civil 
police. 
Militia In Control. 
The m ilitia continues to exercise 
strict supervision over every branch 
of the governm ent in the city and 
county. 
The power of the sheriff is 
nullified. 
Judge George W. Clark, presiding 
Judge of the district court, did not 
organize a grand jury.

G. O. P. REDUCES SOUTH S QUOTA FOR CONVENTION. 


A reduction of 13 per cent in the number of Southern dele­ 


gates to the next Republican National Convention, despite >a.n 


increase from 984 to 1036 in the total number for 
tihe 
entire 
country, was announced by Chairman Adams. 


The States which suffered under the allotment of delegates, 


iTBide under authority of a resolution adopted by the Chicago con­ 


vention of 1920, are Georgia, cut from seventeen to nine; Louisi­ 
ana. from twelve to nine; Mississippi, from twelve to four: South 
Carolina, from eleven to four; Texas, from twenty-three to seven­ 
teen. 
Florida gained two. 


The “Solid South,” over whose representation at Republican 
conventions Caere has been controversy for many yenrs, -cul­ 
minating in the dissensions of 1912 and simmering ever since, 
will have only 154 votes in the 1924 convention of 1036 delegates 
as against 177 votes out of 984 in 1920. 
Almost every other State gains two additional votes, the 
exceptions being those noted. 
The West is the chief beneficiary 
of the new apportionment, New England and the Middle Atlantic 
States holding their own, but losing the preponderance of power 
hey held a generation ago. 
New England will have IOO delegates in 1924' as against 
eighty-seven in 1920; the Middle Atlantic States, 226 against 
214; Central States, *218 instead cf 208; Middle West, 106 against 
?8; Northwest, 78 against 70; Southwest 38 against 3 2 ;(Rocky 
Mountain States, 60 against 48; Pacific Coast, 56 against 50 
The Territories and the District of Columbia remain as before at 
:wo delegates each. 
Thirty-two delegates were lopped off the representation of 
five of the most solid states of the solid south. 
This may help 
for honesty in the next Republican National Convention in the 
selection of the candidate. 
The custom has been, and likely will 
be continued in modified form now, to use the representation in 
the convention from states where they practically have no Re­ 
publican party, for trading purposes, to get the candidate most 
acceptable to the South. 
We are glad this shameful practice 
•s to be “cut” this 30 per cent. 
Many of these states get only 
four delegates, because under the new rule every State was 
allowed that number.

promised too much when you state that our tendency is 'toward 
prohibition and that at an early date Mexico will enter into that 
state.” 
More than one Northern State is now largely dry. 
The 
State of OxhlXr has taxed the saloons practically out of exis­ 
tence. 
The minister of education recently placed 1,000 textbooks 
on ‘‘Temperance” in the hands *of the teachers of the public 
schools. 
In all deeds to land under the new agrarian laws the 
raising of the maguey plant, out of whidh intoxicating pulque is 
made, is prohibited.— Exchange.

There were remarkable coincidences in the lives of Abraham 
Lincoln and Jefferson Davis. 
Beth were born 
in 
Kentucky: 
Lincoln in 1809, Davis in 1808. 
Both removed from their native 
state in childhood, Lincoln to the Northwest, Davis to the South­ 
west. 
Lincoln was a Captain of Volunteers and Davis a Second 
Lieutenant of Regulars in the Black Hawk war of 1832. 
They 
began their political careers the same year, 1844, Lincoln being 
a Presidential Elector for Clay, end Davis for Polk. 
They were 
elected to Congress about the same time, 1845 and 1846/ They 
were called to preside over their respective governments the same 
year and within a few days; Davis, February 8, 1861; Lincoln, 
March 4, 1861. 
Washington, Monroe and -Jackson were 
soldiers 
in 
the 
Revolutionary war; Jackson, W. II. Harrison, Tyler, Tavlor, and 
Buchanan in the war of 1812-15; Lincoln in the Black Hawk war; 
Taylor, Pierce and Grant in the Mexican war; Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur B. Harrison, and McKinley in the Civil War, 
and Roosevelt was in the war with Spain. 
Adams and Jefferson 
were signers of the Declaration of Independence, and Washing­ 
ton and Madison of the Constitution. 
Grant wais christened Hiram Ulysses and Cleveland, Stephen 
Grover. 
W. IL Harrison was the oldest man elected to the Presi­ 
dency, and Roosevelt the youngest, Grant being the next young­ 
est by six months. 
Cleveland was the only President married in 
the White House, and his second daughter the only resident’s 
c'hald born therein. 
Monroe’s 
daughter 
(Mrs. 
Gouverneur), 
ryler’s daughter (Mrs. Walker), Grant’s daughter (Mrs. Sar- 
toris), Roosevelt’s daughter 
(Mrs. Longworth) 
and Wilson's 
laughters, Jessie (Mrs. Sayre) and Eleanor (Mrs. McAdoo) were 
the only children of Presidents married therein. 
Wives of Tyler, 
Benjamin Harrison, and Wilson died in the White House.

After stressing the importance of 
field selection of seed corn, U3 the 
result of recent early frosts, Motility 
Farm Bureau Agent Ford S. Prince, 
is subm itting rules for the selection 
of the corn for seed, and methods 
of storage. 
The following points cover the es­ 
sentials of good seed com, accord­ 
ing to Mr. Prince: first, an adapted 
variety well selected; second, viable 
vigorous growing seed, and 
third, 
proper grading to insure even plant­ 
ing. 
The question of the best var­ 
iety is a local problem because of 
the difference in soil and climatic 
conditions throughout, Ohio. 
There 
are no two or three varieties, that 
are the best all over the state. 
Having selected a 
variety, 
the 
next step to consider is how to ob­ 
tain good seed. 
In general, three 
methods of choosing selected seed 
corn are 
practiced in 
the 
state. 
They are named in order of their 
desirability: 
first, 
selection 
from 
standing stalks, when the corn 
is 
ripening, with immediate storage of 
the seed: second selection at husk­ 
ing time with 
immediate 
storage, 
and third, selection from the crib 
before planting 
Under all conditions, 
seed 
corn 
should be dried out 
as easly as pos­ 
sibly, according to 
Mr. 
Prince. The 
time of drying has a direct relation, 
not only to 
the 
germination 
sets, 
hut also to the yield. 
“The chances of getting good seed 
corn are much better if it is select­ 
ed from standing stalks while they 
are ripening, rather than at husking 
time,’’ said 
Mr. 
Prince. 
“The 
chances of getting it dri-^d properly 
are better. 
There are other points 
in favor of field 
selection of 
seed 
corn. 
W hen wre 
go 
into a 
corn 
field, just before it 
is ready to 
har­ 
vest, we wnll 
find, 
lf the 
variety 
grown is adapted to our conditions, 
plants, on which both 
ears 
and 
stalks are dead ripe, plants, that are 
green while the 
ears 
ripen, 
and 
plant**, 'which are 
entirely 
green. 
On a normal, health stalk, the ear 
m atures while the leaves and stalks 
are still green. 
Seed corn should 
be selected from such stalks. 
We 
can "elect early maturing ears, if 
it seems desirable. 
In many cas'es 
the plants did not fully m ature but 
w’here both stalk and ear die early, 
died from disease or injury of some 
kind. 
Avoid 
all 
stalks 
that 
are sm utty, all 
down 
stalks, 
all 
stalks with broken shanks, etc. 
In 
other w'ords, avoid all stalks that do 
not look right. 
Keep this motto in 
mind, 'select well developed 
ears 
from healthy p lants. ” 
“There are a few minor points to 
which attention 
should be 
given,' 


Mr. Prince said. 
"Seed rom should 
J he selected from stalks that 
bear 


j their ears at a convenient 
height 
It is better to select ears, that are 
hanging down. -ather .ban ears the 
tips whi^h point directly up. 


'The proper tim e to select 
see,1 
I from the field Is a busy time. 
Well 
developed ears from healthy stalks 
must be selected as rapidly / pos­ 
sible. 
There is no time to carefully 
look over each ear. 
Two or three 
| times as many ears as are needed 
J should be selected. 
It takes about 
j 15 ears of corn to plant one acre, 
i It should be possible for any man 
i or boy to select seed corn enough to 
I plant 20 acres in half a day.”

G. O. P. REDUCES SOI TH S QUOTA FOR CONVENTION. 


A reduction of 13 per cent in the number of Southern dele­ 
gates to the next Republican National Convention, despite >an 
increase from 984 to 1036 in the total number for 
the 
entire 
country, was announced by Chairman Adams. 


The States which suffered under the allotment of delegates, 
made under authority of a resolution adopted by the Chicago con­ 
vention of 1920, are Georgia, cut from seventeen to nine; Louisi­ 
ana, from twelve to nine; Mississippi, from twelve to four: South 
Carolina, trom eleven to four; Texas, from twenty-three to seven­ 
teen. 
Florida gained two. 
The ‘Solid South,” over whose representation at Republican 
conventions there has been con/'overly for many ye-irs, cul­ 
minating in the dissensions of 1912 and simmering ever since, 
will have only 154 votes in the 1924 convention of 1036 delegates 
as against 177 votes out of 984 in 1920. 
Almost every other State gains two additional votes, the 
exceptions being those noted. The West is the chief beneficiary 
of the new apportionment, New England and the Middle Atlantic 
States holding their own, but losing the preponderance of power 
;hey held a generation ago. 
New England will have IOO delegates in 1924* as against 
eighty-seven in 1920; the Middle Atlantic States, 226 against 
214; Central States,£18 instead cf 208; Middle West, 106 against! 
?8; Northwest, 78 against 70; Southwest 38 against 3 2 ;iRocky 
Mountain States, 60 against 48; Pacific Coast, 56 against 50 
The Territories and the District of Columbia remain as before at 
:wo delegates each. 
Thirty-two delegates were lopped off the representation of 
five of the most solid states of the solid south. 
This may help 
for honesty in the next Republican National Convention in the 
selection of the candidate. 
The custom has been, and likely will 
be continued in modified form now, to use the representation in 
the convention from states where they practically have no Re­ 
publican party, for trading purposes, to get the candidate most 
acceptable to the South. 
We are glad this shameful practice 
is to be “cut” this 30 per cent. 
Many of these states get only 
four delegates, because under the new rule every State was 
allowed that number.

government, as represented by President Obregon and Secretaries 
Del a Huerta and Calles, stand firmly behind this movement.

have a recent letter from the president of the republic in which- 
Cbregon writes in characteristic Spanish idiom, in response to my 
statement in a public address on prohibition in Mexico: 
“I be­ 
lieve frankly that your prestige as a prophet is not being com­ 
promised too much when you state that our tendency is Howard 
prohibition and that at an early date Mexico will enter into that 
state.” 
More than one Northern State is now largely dry. 
The 
State of Oxjyxa has taxed the saloons practically out of exis­ 
tence. 
The minister of education recently placed 1,000 textbooks 
on “Temperance” in the hands 'of the teachers of the public 
schools. 
In all deeds to land under the new agrarian laws the 
raising of the maguey plant, out of whidh intoxicating pulque is 
made, is prohibited.— Exchange.

There were remarkable coincidences in the lives of Abraham 
Lincoln and Jefferson Davis. 
Beth were born 
in 
Kentucky; 
Lincoln in 1809, Davis in 1808. 
Both removed from their native 
state in childhood, Lincoln to the Northwest, Davis to the South­ 
west. 
Lincoln was a Captain of Volunteers and Davis a Second 
Lieutenant of Regulars in the Black Hawk war of 1832. 
They 
began their political careers the same year, 1844, Lincoln being 
a Presidential Elector for Clay, 'and Davis for Polk. 
They were 
elected to Congress about the same time, 1845 and 1846. 
They 
were called to preside over their respective governments the same 
year and within a few days; Davis, F eb ru ary 8, 1861; Lincoln, 
March 4, 1861. 
Washington, Monroe and Jackson were 
.soldiers 
in 
the 
Revolutionary war; Jackson, W. II. Harrison, Tyler, Taylor, and 
Buchanan in the war of 1812-15; Lincoln in the Black Hawk war; 
Taylor, Pierce and Grant in the Mexican war; Grant, Hayes, 
Garfield, Arthur B. Harrison, and McKinley in the Civil War. 
and Roosevelt was in the war with Spain. 
Adams and Jefferson 
were signers of the Declaration of Independence, and Washing­ 
ton and Madison of the Constitution. 
Grant wats christened Hiram Ulysses and Cleveland, Stephen 
Grover. 
W. IL Harrison was the oldest man elected to the Presi­ 
dency, and Roosevelt the youngest, Grant being the next young­ 
est by six months. 
Cleveland was the only President married in 
the White House, and his second daughter the only resident’s 
child born therein. 
Monroe’s 
daughter 
(Mrs. 
Gouverneur). 
Tyler's daughter (Mrs. Walker), Grant’s daughter (Mrs. Sar-
